DARING AND SUCCESSFUL STREBT ROBBERY IN 
st. LOUls, 


A bold street robbery was committed bere 
to-day on the United States Express Company. 
While the messenger was going up & certain 
alley to deliver s money package, which 
proved to be a blind, tw@ men jamped on to 
the wagon, overpowered and gagged the 
driver, and drove some thirteen or 
fourteen blocks off, in thé meantime robbing 
the sate in the wagon of $3,300 in money, 
and $85,000 worth of railroad bonds. They 
then jumped out of the wagon and disap- 
peared.
